TO  BE  IN  OTTAWA 

The  recent  change  of  government  in 
Rumania  has  renewed  and  intensified 
the  ciy  of  World  Jewry  that  more  im- 
migrants be  permitted  to  enter  Pales- 
tine. To  open  the  gates  for  persecuted 
Jews  is  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  all 
and  each  new  wave  of  oppression  adds 
new  weight  to  their  demands. 

Emotions  often  tend  to  belcloud  one's 
sense  of  reality,  and,  in  the  midst  of 
the  loud  cries  of  protest,  people  fail  to 
realize  that,  despite  the  pressing  need, 
immigrants  cannot  be  dumped  into  the 
country  without  adequate  preparations 
being  made  for  their  absorption. 
Sound  social,  cultural  and  economic  ins- 
titutions must  be  established  whereby 
these  newcomers  can  be  assimilated. 
Otherwise,  the  whole  structure  collapses 
neath  the  sudden  weight  which  is  im- 
posed upon  it. 

It  is  more  than  thirty  years  since  a 
few,  far-reeing  pioneers  laid  the  founda- 
tion of  that  institution  which  is  playing 
such  a vital  role  in  training  and  plac- 
ing these  “olim”.  The  activities  of  the 
Histadruth  are  now  well-known 
State  documents  attest  to  the  construc- 
tive work  which  that  body  has  done 
in  not  only  building  a new  type  of  socie- 
ty but  in  enabling  the  country  to  take 
in  the  refugees.  With  its  far-flung 
activities,  the  Histadruth  has  become 
the  mainstay  of  Zionist  endeavour. 

Among  those  men  and  women  who 
envisaged  this  new  society  was  Joseph 
Gurion,  who  will  be  in  Ottawa  on  Feb. 
G,  7.  Mr.  Gurion  was  in  the  vanguard 
among  the  pioneers  and  was  still  on  the 
front  lines  when  he  was  selected  to 
bring  this  year's  message  from  the  H’.sta- 
druth  to  the  Jews  of  this  continent. 
Intimately  acquainted  with  what  has 
been  happening  in  Palestine  for  a quart- 
er of  a century,  his  message  on  recent 
events  will  be  of  interest  to  all  of 
Ottawa  Jewry.

Dr.  Bernard  Joseph, 
counsel  to  the  Jewish  Agency  for  Pa- 
lestine, and  Rabbi  Soloman  Goldman, 
of  Chicago,  were  the  guest  speakers, 
with  Mr.  Freiman  acting  as  toastmaster. 
Both  speakers  roused  the  audience  to  a 
great  peak  of  Zionist  sentiment  and  en- 
thusiasm as  they  pictui'ed  the  vital  ne- 
cessity for  unceasing  effort  on  behalf 
of  Eretz  Yisroel.

POST  - CONVENTION  THOUGHT 

It  was  as  we  expected.  It  was  a gathering  of 
earnest  Jews  and  Jewesses  who  knew  when  to  sing, 
when  to  speak,  when  to  be  silent.  It  was  an  event  sig- 
nificant in  its  timely  import,  vital  in  its  promise  of 
the  future,  phenomenal  in  its  record  of  things  done, 
unusual  in  the  lofty  educational  and  inspirational  qua- 
lity. It  was,  in  fact,  the  finest  convention  we  have  had 
the  privilege  of  attending,  in  the  course  of  a rather 
copious  career. 

In  matters  idealistic,  the  ‘doing'  is  sometimes 
more  important  than  the  results  of  the  doing.  It  may 
be  that  this  is  the  real  value  of  the  much  homilized 
phrase  attributed  to  Israel  at  Mount  Sinai — ‘Naaseh 
Venishma’- — ‘We  shall  do,  and  then  we  shall  hear’.  Al1 
the  emphasis  was  laid  on  the  ‘doing’  of  God’s  will ; the 
understanding  of  it  could  come  later.  A similar  prin- 
ciple is  the  one  stressed  by  that  prince  of  contem- 
porary American  thinkers,  Professor  John  Dewey,  of 
Columbia,  whose  famous  slogan  for  a healthy  social 
philosophy  is,  ‘Learn  By  Doing !’  In  the  realm  of  psy- 
chology, the  significance  of  ‘habit-training’  is  cons- 
tantly demonstrated  as  a more  important  essential 
than  the  understanding  of  the  purpose  of  the  habit. 
And  our  great  Sages  and  Teachers  emphasized  the 
came  idea  in  their  repeated  underscoring  of  ‘le- 
char.cham  be-mitzvoth’ — training  in  the  performance 
of  ndtzvoth,  the  values  of  which  reveal  themselves, 
ultimately. 

Not  every  one  who  attended  the  Canadian  Zionist 
Convention  may  have  appreciated  the  full,  ultimate 
values  of  the  sessions.  Many  may  not  have  gathered 
the  complete  import  of  the  Debate  on  the  Royal  Com- 
mission Report,  for  example.  Not  all  may  have  fully 
appreciated  the  penetrating  wisdom  and  vision  of  Mr. 
Freiman’s  address.  What  is  infinitely  more  important, 
however,  is  the  fact  that  the  Debate  was  featured  for 
a whole  afternoon,  and  the  fact  that  Canadian  Zionists 
are  blessed  with  the  kind  of  wise  and  statesmanlike 
leadership  that  the  Convention  reaffirmed. 

Of  permanent,  priceless  value  was  the  fact  that 
hundeds  of  Zion-hearted  Jews  and  Jewesses  were  pre- 
sent at  a Canadian  Sinai,  last  week,  and  unanimously 
said,  ‘Naaseh — we  shall  do!’ 


IS  SHYLOCK  JEWISH? 

Ever  since  Shylock  was  born  of  the  immortal 
pen  of  Shakespeare,  this  has  been  a moot  question 
among  both  Jews  and  non-Jews:  ‘Was  Shakespeare  an 
antisemite?’  Shakespearian  scholars  who  have  delved 
into  the  possible  relationships  which  the  great  bard 
may  have  had  with  Jews,  are  mainly  of  the  opinion  that 
Shakespeare,  in  all  likelihood,  never  met  a Jew  in  his 
life.  Whatever  impressions  he  had  concerning  our 
people  were  from  hearsay.  Nor  is  it  generally  con- 
cluded that  he  intended  to  portray  Shylock  in  the 
villainous  role  so  many  conceive. 

Whatever  the  evidence,  it  is  a tragic  truism  that 
for  centuries,  the  most  despicable  methods  of  money- 
lending,  blood-sucking,  flesh-exacting,  were  associated 
with  Jews.  And,  thanks  to  a few  of  our  too  enterprising 
coreligionists  in  New  York  and  Toronto,  Jewish  names 
connected  with  ‘Shylocking’  have  been  recently  appear- 
ing on  the  front  pages  of  the  newspapers. 

We  Jews  need  no  defense  against  the  specious 
charges  levelled  against  us  on  the  basis  of  individual 
offenders.  Nor  do  we  seek  or  expect  any  special  sym- 
pathies for  the  few  of  our  faith  who  have  been  caught 
with  non-kosher  ‘pounds  of  flesh’. 

We  do  wish,  however,  that  we  could  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  teach  a certain  piece  of  ‘Perek’  (Ethics 
of  the  Fathers)  to  our  generalizing  Gentile  ‘friends’. 
We  refer  to  the  Rabbinic  precept:  ‘The  world  depends 
on  three  things:  on  the  study  of  Torah,  on  the  prac- 
tice of  Service,  ad  on  deeds  of  Kindness.’  If  we  could 
but  make  our  Shakespearian  pseudo-scholars  unders- 
tand how  fundamental  is  the  practice  of  G’miluth 
Chasodim’,  the  ‘deeds  of  kindness’  which  refer  to  the 
lending  of  money  without  interest,  in  Jewish  life ! We 
could  bring  them  proudly  to  our  own  community,  and 
show  them  the  beautiful  record  of  the  Ottawa  G’miluth 
Chasodim  Society,  and  then  say  to  them,  ‘Here — 
judge  us  by  this,  if,  indeed,  you  have  the  right  to 
judge  us !’ 

Shylock  is  a specie  of  freak  which  occasionally 
finds  its  way  into  Jewish  germ  plasm.  We  Jews  are  en- 
titled to  our  rare  share  of  abnormals,  which  is  far 
below  the  proportion  of  other  races.  We  do  not  apo- 
logize for  them.  They  are  not  of  our  kind.  Our  money- 
lending  policy  as  a people,  is  based  on  the  principles 
of  ‘Brotherly  Love’,  not  as  a sweet-sounding  credo  to 
prate  about  from  pulpit  and  on  paper.  Every  G’miluth 
Chasodim  Society  is  a living,  practical  example  of  the 
Jewish  attitude  on  the  subject.  And  no  Shylock  has 
ever  been  a member... 

We  felicitate  our  G’miluth  Chasodim  Society  on 
the  occasion  of  its  annual  celebration.  We  hail  this 
group  as  one  of  the  fundamental  forces  in  our  commu- 
nal life  that  is,  in  practice,  as  well  as  in  theory,  the 
true  exemplification  of  humane  Jewishness.  Our  classic 
concept  of  G’miluth  Chasodim  is  the  only  one  of  any 
faith  that  fulfills  the  business  of  Religion,  which  is, 
after  all,  to  bring  more  Religion  into  business.

CONVENTION  HIGHLIGHTS 

The  Twenty-fifth  Convention  of  the 
Zionist  Organization  of  Canada  opened, 
last  Sunday  morning,  with  the  singing  of 
Hatikvah  and  God  Save  the  King.  These 
anthems,  in  all  candor,  are  usually  sung 
in  perfunctory  manner — part  of  the  for- 
mal program-  Not  so  last  Sunday 
morning.  Hatikvah  was  sung  as  though 
every  syllable  brought  Israel  a dunam 
in  Palestine.  And  God  Save  the  King 
was  a genuine  echo  of  the  gn-atitute  of 
Canadian  Jewry  for  the  privilege  of 
living  under  the  emancipating  banner  of 
freedom  that  is  Britain. 
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If  ever  there  existed  in  the  mind  of 
anyone  the  question — ‘Is  A.  J.  Freiman 
rightly  considered  by  world  Jewry  Ca- 
nada’s best-fitted  Jewish  spokesman  • 
Then  that  question  must  have  been  dis- 
pelled forever,  after  Mr.  Freiman’s  Pre- 
sidential Address.  Never,  from  any 
platform,  was  any  section  of  Jewry  pri- 
vileged to  hear  a more  statesmanlike 
analysis  and  charge  to  Jewish  leadership. 
This  is  the  opinion,  not  only  of  the  hund- 
reds who  heard  the  address,  but  of  in- 
veterate speech-makers  who  are  usually 
real  ‘mevinnim’.  . 
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The  debate  on  the  Royal  Commission’s 
Report  and  the  proposed  plan  of  Part- 
ition eonstitued  a delightful  departure 
from  conventional  conventions.  Conducted 
on  a remarkably  high  level  of  logical 
analysis  and  lucid  presentation,  the  pa- 
pers of  all  four  speakers  revealed  pains- 
taking preparation,  and  held  the  keen 
attention  of  the  delegates  and  visitors. 
This  debate  will  go  on  record  as  a valu- 
able cultural  contribution  to  the  con- 
vention program — too  rare  in  the  case 
of  n ost  other  Jewish  gatherings.
